Oi.iraliu* April 4.—Ohio lias been 
war.ng war on the trade in habit form ­ 
ing drugs in recent months, and under 
the Tar reaching provisions of the 
Duffy law has created havoc among 
men who have been reaping large 
profits from this illicit traffic. 
From the time the crusade was or 
ganized, effort iias been m ade to get 
hold of the houses distributing the 
stuff, impose heavy fines and break 
up the trade

purpose of inspectors to arre st use'-s 
and punish them, but to lay 
hands 
on the men who are acquiring wealth 
in the trade 
The magnitude of the 
trade 
has 
been a terrifying spectacle to state 
orti- ials brought close to the trade. 
It was found that school boys were 
victims of the drug, that its use was 
large among the submerged portion 
of humanity, that it was 
used 
in 
mansions 
by women prominent in so­ 
ciety, and that men of professional 
and commercial eminence were among
